They professed to be entire- 
ly satisfied with their condition, They talked 
in their own peculiar fashion about ‘‘ the 
liberation of the South.’’. Their poets in all 
the country newspapers sang praises to ‘‘ the 
Giver of all good things who had freed 
them from) nigger rule.’” They seemed to 
be as happy and contented as it was possi- 
ble fora people to be... Indeed, they were so 
very happy that they promised in the most 
solemn fashion and through their most rep- 
resentative meh that the freedmen should 
be sctupulously protected in all theit polit- 
ical rights, 


How well they kept thine promises need not 
now bediscussed: Itshould, however, be re- 
called that in the first general election which 
followed the complete overthrow of Southern 
Republicanism not one black man from all the 
Southern States, not one representative of the 
750,000 negroes who were supposed to have 
been made voters by the results of the war, 
was returned to the Congress of the Nation.

THE NEW-YORK CODH ABROAD, 


New-York lawyers, who find themselves 
confronted on returning from their. vaca- 
tions with a new code of ‘procedure, under- 
stand very well that it is not-a system new in 
principle, or a measure involving great or 
radical changes. The act which took effect 
Sept. 1 simply completes the codification of 
the practice commenced, and two-thirds ¢s- 
tablished, four yours ago. It adds the 
sharply contested ‘nine chapters”’ to the 
thirteen which were enacted in 1876 and 
1877, settles the four years’ dispute, and 
casts upon those who have postponed study- 
ing the first portion in expectation that it 
might be repealed, the duty of making them- 
selves familiar with the whole. The Bar in 
other States may well ‘feel some interest in 
the general nature of the change. . For no 
meastire of law Weiptm has known such 
wide-spread adoption, Thirty years have 
passed since the statute which has become 
famous as the -‘‘ New-York Code” was 
enacted. It was not an amendatory or re- 
visory measure; but proposed a method 
radically. new. Its prominent ~ features, 
now so familiar, were startling innovations. 
It discarded at once the. perplexing sinuosi- 
ties of law practice and the long-drawn de- 
lays of equity. “In prescribing the fusion of 
these two systems; in allowing an Assignee 
or any real party in interest to sue in his own 
name; in abrogating forms ‘Of action, spe- 
cial pleading and fictions, and burying John 
Doe and family in common grave; in au- 
thorizing a disregard of technical and formal 
errors, and giving liberal permission to make 
amendments; in. rescinding the rule which 
forbade:the testimony of a party or interested” 
person to be heard, and inviting all who 
have personal knowledge of facta. to « tell 
what they know—it .opposed- nearly all. the 
traditions and precedents, But it won favor 
abroad as well.as at home: Fully half the 
States and nearly all the Territories have 
adopted the general spirit and important 
characteristics of the new method, while 
many have even *re-eriacted its details. . It 
has been the guide in molding the practice 
now pursued in most of the British Oclonies, 
and its principles are well known to. have 
been very influential in framing the proce- 
dure recently established in England, 

It should be’ well understood, ‘wherever 
the reformed practice has been adopted, that 
the ‘Code of Civil Procedure’’ does not in- 
volve a departure from thé principles upon 
which its predecessor was founded... The 
characteristic features of the New-York 
practice of a generation past are preserved. 
A prominent novelty of the new law is its 
completeness. The. former Code covered, 
very. satisfactorily, the organization of 
courts and the course of ordinary lawsuits 
in ‘them; ‘but’ many remedies, of which 
habeas corpus, insolvency, administration 
of estates, guardianship, - and arbitrations, 
are familiar examples, were “left to other 
laws. ‘These. ate now embraced within 
the more comprehensive | ‘‘ Code of Civil 
Procedure.’’

At this rate, in 
three or four _yéars the annual product will 


be.not over one-fourth as great as the average | 


yield before the coming of the phylloxera. 
Asa consequence of this. falling off, the 
price of wine has, of coursé, undergone 
a considerable. increase. In 1840 the 
average price of French wines at the vine- 
yard? was lif. 50c. . the. hectolitre.... At 
present. the most ordinary of the wines 
tmnade* in the. South of France sell for 30f., 
while the average retail price has risen 
to 65f. The retail price, © however, 
has advanced * less rapidly * than the 
price paid to the producer. . There is always 
Wine to:be hed in the: Paris cabarets for 60 
centimes or 70 centimes the litre (2,11 pints.) 
M, Pact Lenoy-Brauriny, ‘in an article in 
the Heonomiste Frangais, shows that this bare- 
ly representsthe actual cost of the wine plus 
the transportation charges und the tariff at 
the gates of Paris, leaving nothing for the 
profits of middlemen.* The inevitable con- .
